Having spent three weeks on the banks of 
this beautiful river, I am unwilling to leave it 
without bearing testimony to the combined 
advantages which it offers to the health-seeker 
and the angler. ere is not a 2 
ace of — repute, either lu this ay 
Eu which I have not visited, 
simple ce lam counpetes. to say ‘that the 
Old Rockcastle Springs, in my judgment, pre- 
sent far stronger attractions, both to those 
who are in quest of pure air and medical wa- 
ter for the renovation of the physical man, 
and those who are in search of sport, whether 
their distructive desires are aimed 
at the finu tribes which sport 
in the depths of this stream, or the deer that 
rove over the steep, shaggy cliffs which tower 
upward from its banks, thanany other locality 
which I have ever discovered. The river 
fairly abounds in fish. A gentleman who 
passed two weeks here with me in fishing, 
and whose reputation is well established as 
the most consummate disciple of Walton in

It is not of our choosing that we have 
to differ from an od friend, and a brilliant 
and lovable man, like Proctor Korr.

The Powell County Troubles. 

A reporter of the Covrisre-Journna. inter- 
viewed on yesterday a gentleman directly from 
Fitchburg, and obtained from him a statement 
of the two sides of the Curry affair. The gen- 
tleman denies that there is any apprehension 
among the people of a difficulty between the 
soldiers and citizens, threatening to forcibly 
take the negro Prewitt from the hands of the 
Federal company. After the negro who 
committed the murder had fied to Fitchburg, 
and finally been obtained by the Federal com- 
pany, Curry made his appearance, accompanied 
by the serif! and jailer of Powell county, and 
demanded the negro, and were refused posses- 
sion, they declared their intention of using civil 
means, but no threats of force were uttered. 
Their account of the affair is, that Curry, the 
victim, who was an old and peaceable man, went, 
though accidentally accompanied by others, to 
see the negro who had fied,to employ him to 
build a picket-fence. Some questions as to 
the ford were asked from the other side 
of the river, and when Curry with his compan- 
ions made their appearance fm the yard of the 
negro, one of the family of negroes made some 
impudent remark, which finally led to the negro, 
Dave Prewitt, seizing his sbot-gun, running in 
front of Curry and shooting him in the breast 
instantly dead. 

The negro’s account is, that Curry was accom- 
panied by five men, who first asked about the 
ford, and, on crossing the river, attempted to 
enter the house, when he, Prewitt, attempted to 
escape with his shot-gun, and in passing shot 
Curry.
